6. Update: Arlington Recycling Committee 
Julie Brazile, ARC Co-Chair 

Ms. Brazile stated the recycling efforts have reduced the amount of trash thrown awayby38 percent and saved the 
town $2 million dollars overthe pastseveral years. At the Town's Community Collection Dayin May, residents will 
be invited to recycle styrofoam forthe firsttime. The recycling department has found a company that will take it. 


Ms. Brazile stated EcoFestwill be held at Town Hall Auditorium Saturday, March 23, 10: a.m. - 2 p.m. This year's 
theme is "EcoFootprints" Arlington People, Places, Spaces" and will feature tables and demonstrations staffed by 
local vendors and environmental groups highlighting the many aspects of Arlington's open spaces and how we can 
enjoy and preserve them.

Mrs. Mahon moved favorable action. SO VOTED (5-0) 

Article 14 Bylaw Amendment/To Allow Self-Serve Gasoline 

The Board of Selectmen voted 4-1 in support ofthe Warrant Article which would 
allow self-service gasoline in Arlington for the 1st time in the Town's history. Mr. Curro 
stated he enthusiasticallysupports this article. Mr. Dunn, Mr. Greeleyand Mr. Byrne are 
100 percent in support ofsaid article. Mr. Greeleythanked Mr. Wagner for bringing the 
issue forward and Mr. Byrne stated thatwe'd be keeping up with the times to a certain extent 
if Town Meeting approves this article. 

Mrs. Mahon did not support this article and stated she hasn't hear from anyone in her precinct including business 
owners of two gas stations that are in favor of this. 

Mr. Curro stated that self-service only stations are required to accommodate disabled drivers who cannot pump 
their own gas. 

Mr. Curro moved favorable action. SO VOTED (4-1) 

Mrs. Mahon voted in negative. 

Article 15 Bylaw Amendment/Regulation of Utility Poles 
(tabled from 2/25/13 meeting) 

Mr. Curro made a motion to appointa Utility Pole Working Group Committee. The working group will be made up of 
five (5) residents-at-large. The charge ofthe working group will be to compile inventories of identified maintenance 
and/or safety issues relating to utility poles and overhead wires throughout town. This inventory shall be presented 
to the Board of Selectmen at least annually and will be transmitted by the Board to responsible utility providers for 
follow-up and further action, as described in relevant policies ofthe Board of Selectmen. 

Mr. Dunn asked Mrs. Krepelka to forward to each member a list ofthe 20 pole locations that Mr. 

Leonard feels is the top priority that the Committee should look at.
